If  there  be  many  of  yopr  kind  in  jv 
church  j I should  be  fuprised  to  learn  tuat 
many  if  any,  are  often;  addfcd  to  its  member- 
ship. If  I were  contempla  ing  a change  of 
location!  from  one  neighborhood  to  another — 
and  a man  of  a certaifi  locality  proposed  to

seek  a more  congenial  clime  ? Make  the  ap- 
plication, biother. 

Now  quit  talking  dpwu  your  church,  and 
b.gin  tp  pray  for  it.  aujd  when  you  commence 
pray  jug  for  it,  then  ydu  will  begin  to  talk  it 
up„  if  you  say  you  h*ve  no  heart  to  pray  for 
it,  and  can  see  nothing  in  ft  to  talk  uji,  then, 
perchance  you  need  thjat  one  pray  foryou. 

I on«fe  knew  a pastoy  that  peisisted  in  talk- 
ing down  the  men  <if  his  charge,  and  Ip 
listen  to  him,  one  wotfld  sfippose  that  he  had 
a church  full  of  uu  rjiswaitby  men,  with  a 
sprinkling  of  fairly  good  women.  * If  there 
was  ever  a revival  in  that  church  under  the 
administration  of  that  pastor,  I have  never 
heard  ,of  it — and  from  a human  standpoint, 
the  reason  is  not  far  tc  seek. 

I repeat  it,  with  emphasis;  Quit  talking 
down  your  church,  brother,  sister.  If  you 
wilf  you  can  find  something  good  in  it  to 
talk  up,  and  making  tjhe  best  out  of  that  good 
you  can,  you  will  s<  on  begin  to  sec  other 
good  things  to  talk  up. 

I once  heard  of  a woman  whose  husband 
was  a:  leader  in  the  chujch  of  which  they 
were  bfoth  members— fvbo  m*|fe  herself  quite 
officious  in  settling  a id  Unsettling  pastors— 
particularly  in  unseh  ling  them-  In  the  na- 
ture of  the  case  she  hud  no  little  influence  in 
the  chinch,  and  as  sho  was  not  satisfied  very 
long  wiith  any  one  pastor,  i|  goes  without  say- 
ing that  changes  in  the  pastorate  of  that 
church  were  quite  frequent.  The  reputation 
of  the  church  for  thisj  sort  of  thing  became 
quite  generally  knowr , and  became  so  unsa- 
vory among  the  preachers;  that  eventually— 
the  pastorate  having  becopie  vacant— it  was 
found  quite  difficult  to  get  a pastor.  So  af.er 
numerous  unavailing  calls,  the  church  suc- 
ceeded in  obtaining  a joed  man,  but  one  quite 
inferior  in  preaching  ability  to  any  of  h.s 
predecessors  there.

Eff.*cti\e  preachine,]  like  every tjhjng  else 
effective,  is  not  a chance  prodijict,  but  it  is  the 
natural  consequencel  qf  positive  conditions. 
These  requisites  ma|.  pe  cla>-Apd  under  two 
heads,  namely,  Natural  and  Acquired. 

I.  Natural  requisite*  to  effective  preach- 
ing. 

These  a man  must  bring  with  him  ipto  the 
ministry.  No  manuetj  of  training  canl  put  a 
good  head  on  a map’s  shoulders  or  a good 
heart  in  his  bosom.  Therefore  it  is  absolutely 
necessary  that  Gdd,  who  knoveth  both  head 
and  heart,  should  'ns  ri'vn  workmen 

and  send  them  forth ; and  aVery  one  God 
selects  is  an  effediveWeacher^ 

The  Natural  requiiejnents  are: 

1.  A capacity  forfejear  thinjicingj.  . 

The  effective  preacher  must  be  a logical 
reasoner.  He  musj  jhave  tl  e doctrines  of 
Christ  concatenated  fil  his  mil  d so  that  at  a 
glance  he  can  see  thA  ifucce-sUta  and  sweep  of 
the  tremendobs  realities  of  l oly  Scripture. 
Without  a clear  mind  he  cannot  do  that;  he 
cannot  go  straight  tojthe  truth  but  must  for- 
ever flounder  around  it.  Without  clear  think- 
ing there  cannot  be  * correct  (nd  vivid  im- 
pression, and  withod  such  an  Impression  the 
expression  must  be  bltjrre  1 an<  indefinite. 

2.  A vivid  iraagiaaitiuti. 

Without  imaginatituj  the  sou  of  the  preach-

3.  A compisdiouate  heart. 

If  the  preacher  w jnld  be  effective  he  must 
enler  into  the  fe.-liags  that  sway  the  hearts 
of  the  people.  (“He  must  weep  with  those 
that  weep  and  1*|ugt  with  those  that  laugh." 
The  Gogpel  of  Chri-t  is  a gospsl  if  sympsthy 
and  those  who  expect  to  be  efficient  in  its 
proclamation  must  nave  hearts  prepared  by 
nature  to  respond  tjo  every  touch  of  human 
woe.  The  greatest  power  for  moving  men  is 
heart  pojwer.  It  streceeds  where  reason  and 
logic  faii.  By  its  very  nature  it  so  entwines 
itself  into  the  fhbrit  of  human  lives  that  it 
binds  them  and  lefhds  them  willing  slaves 
with  the  cords  o(  love  and  tears 

4.  A magnetic  personality. 

What  a man  sa;js  does  not  influence  ns 
half  as  much  as  the  plan  in  the  saying.  The 
personality  of  the  m^n  is  the  all-determining 
consideration.  It  fills  the  very  atmosphere 
with  its  presence  an<(  makes  itself  felt  in  every 
thing  said  and  dpne  j You  have  no  option 
but  to  listen  to  the  man  with  a strong  mag- 
netic personality.  storms  the  very  strong- 
holds of  your  soul  and  takes  your  powers 
captive.  And  he  apes  it  without  ariy  great 
intellectual  effort  or  the  stringing  together  of 
long  words.  l|i’ ha|  finer  instrument  cou’d 
there  be  through  which  God  could  utter  the 
music  of  his  gospel  than  such  a magnetic 
pei-onality?  Destitute  of  this  magnetism  a 
man  had  better  not  r nU-r  the  Christian  min- 
istry. He  tnayi  be  t n excellent  man  learmd 
an  pious  bqt  witjhoul  a magnectic  personality 
he  cannot  preach  the  gospel  with  any  detp 
spiritual  effect.  ' 

Many  other  gifts  help  his  usefulness,  but 
these  art  indispensable  to  any  high  degree  of 
efficiency. 

II.  Requisites  thp*  are  acquired. 

1.  Self  con'rol 

A min  to  be  (master  of  others  must  first 
master  himself.  To  be  able  to  hold  audiences 
the  preacher  mrist  have’  every  faculty  and 
every  muscle  of  the  body  under  complete 
control. 

TbA  thing  that  should  first  engage  his  at- 
tention? after  he  has  gotten  to  where  he  can 


think  oh  his  feet:,  is  the  voice.  Some  preach- 
ers go  forth  to  be  “heralds”  who  do  not  know 
how  to  oj>en  thejr  mouths  much  less  control 
the  voice.  The  (human  voice  is  a wonderful 
thing.  It  ejan  by  its  different  modulations 
stir  you  to  pity  *nd  tears  or  else  drive  you 
frantic  with  laughter.  Then  get  it  under 
control.  Study  to  express  yourself  so  that  to 
every  shade  of  theught  yon  can  give  the 
proper  emphasis  and  thus  make  your  sermons 
b eathe  with  feeling  and  emotion.  j t 
Geldijontrol  also  of  the  muscles.

Less  rnafl  And  2 are  the  true  gospel  of  the 
infancy, — a tbetne  which  has]b;eri  marred  by 
silly  le  jends  in  the  Apocryphal  gospels.  The 
reverei  t reticeuce  of  l^uke-j  contrasts  with 
|hes4.  The  birth  bf  Jesus  is  the  mo  t stupen- 
dous event  in  history,  and  it  is  told  in  the 
simplest  language,  ami  carefully  brought 
into  connection  with  mundane  things, — the 
imperii  1 decr|«,  the  journey  to  Bethlehem, 
Ihe  cr  iwded  caravanserai.  Luke  shows  it  to 
us,  firs in  its  lowly  external  appearance, — a 
poor  man’s  wife  bringing  forth  her  child  amid 
discomfort  and  publicity,  and  then  draws  back 
the  vi  il,  and  shows  that  ! heaven  knew 
that  apparently  unimportant  jbirth  was  to  the 
world  Did  the  universe,- — the  wonder  anddhe 
tbette  iof  praise  to  angels,  the  breathing  of 
peace  jo  a warring  world,  the  cause  of  glory 
to  Gjodlin  all  his  creation. 

I.esspn  2 gives  a glimpse  into  the  perfect 
boyhood,  as  the  consciousness  of  the  divine 
Father!  dawned  on  it.  He,  too,  passed 
throng  1 the  experience  of  learning  that  each 
human  life  hais  to  rise  above  human  relation- 
ship)*, and  coine  into  direct  union  with  the 
Father  in  hea|ven,  doing  his  [will,  and  dwell- 
ing in  lis  hotjse.  All  earthly  ties  have  to  be 
suhord  nate  tjo  that,  but  yet  they  are  to  be 
hallow  rd  by  lit;  and  Jesus  was  the  growing 
youth’  > pattern  in  subjection  to  his  parents, 
as  well  as  ijn  recognition  of  the  supreme 
Claims  of  the  heavenly  Fathef.

warning  of  impending  judgment, — these  are 
the  truths  thlat  In  all  titnes  and  every  heart 
prepara  Christ’s  way.  And  to  men  thus  pre- 
pared John’s  further  message  is  ever  a gospel, 
and  tljey  arb  ready  to.kelcopie  him  who  can 
baptizej  with  the  fiery  spirit,  and  even  to 
rejoice  in  his  burning  up  the  chaff — their 
own  chaff — With  unquenchable  fiie. 

The  people  needed  preparation  for  Jesus ; 
he  needed  preparation  for  his  work,  atid  his 
baplisni  and  temptation  gave  it.  In  the  for- 
mer we  have  to  uoti  two  things, — h:s identifi- 
cation if  himself  with  the  siblhil  men  whom  he 
came  to  clear  se,  and  God’s  attestation  of  him 
as  his  $on  by  the  descending  dove-like  spirit 
and  thje  audible  voice.  The  former  was  his 
consecration  of  himself  to  his  work,  and  ex- 
pressed] the  Very  Limost  secret  of  that  work  ; 
the  laiter  wjas  both  communication  to  his 


both  communication  to  his 


humanity  ofjthe  anointing  Spirit,  and  sweet 
Assurance  to  pirn  and  fo.Johji  that  he  and  his 
work  wjere  pleasing  to  jGod.  • The  temptation 
naturally  followed  tl^e  consecration.  Like 
the  resjt  of  u*,  he  was  beset, ;at  the  threshold 
of  his  career, jwith  the  crucial  question  of  how 
it  was  jo  be  Accomplished,  j Is  he  to  use  his 
power  fjor  selfish  ends  of  gratified  sense  or  of 
pubkie  Lisplfiy  ? Is  he  to  seek  his  kingdom 
by  doubtful  means,  doing  evil  that  he  may 
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reach  a good  <nd?  His  temptation  is  oujrs, 
but  his  wasfnm  without;  ours  is  also  from 
within.  He  conquered  by:  faith  fed  jpn  the 
word  of  God;  pur  weapon  is  the  samp.  He 
conquered  for  us,  and  we  ian  only  eonqiier 
through  him. 

The  call  of  the  fin  it  disjciples  teaches  us 
that  Jesus  knows  thp  hearts  that  s;ek  hiitn, 
and  iM  glad  to  be  found  by  them,  that  ec|m- 
muuion  with  him  brings  all  that  men  seek, 
and  kbit*  then  to  hint  forever,  that  they  w|ho 
find  him  are  impelled  and  bound  to  seek 
others,  especially  the  if  nearest  friends,  and 
that  he  seeks  and  is  fo  tnd  ol  them  that  sought 
him  nbt. 

Lessons  6 and  7 arc  a pair,  in  that  the  bne 
shows  how  a Darned  ruler  was  won,  and  the 
other  how  an  i(  norantpnd  degraded  Samaritan 
woman  was  dr  iwn.  n both  the  same  gift  of 
God  if  offered,  and  ils  preciousness  set  forth 
under  the  two  differet  t metaphors  of  the  ftiee, 
inscrutable  life-giving  breatih,  and  the  spring- 
ing] inward  f<  uiitain  of  living  water.  ^The 
rabbi  is  taugh  his  nejed  of  a new  birth,  and 
receives  a glinpse  iito  the  great  sacrifice 
which  raak- s the  Sp  rit’s  Work  possible;  Ihe 
woman  is  con  vinced  of  her  sin,  and  receives 
the  full  light  of  the  Melanie  character  of 
JesuS.  j 

These  two  priceless  narrative4-  b.loitg  to  the 
time  before  t ie  Synoptic  .go-p.-l's  narrative 
of  Christ’s  wotk.  Lesson  B strikes  into  their 
story.  In  it  we  havt  jesu*  claiming,  before 
those  [who  hail  known  hinj  all  his  life,  to  be 
Messibh,  and  looking!  far  beyond  Nazareth  or 
Israel  ifor  thosi : to  whom  he  was  sent.  He  knew 
himsejf  to  be  the  world’s  Christ.  We  have 
also  tKe  typical  attitu  ie  of  rejection,  the  first 
attraction  of  lis  gra  :ious  [words  being  neu- 
tralized by  the  count tr  drawing  of  prejudice. 
We  all  feel  thb  powe^  of  hjs  personality,  but 
some  pf  t»s  f*1  co?d  brjiathsof  critical  queston- 
ing  freeze  the  feeling  into  icy  indifference; 

Lesfon  9 pairs  ajid  contrasts  with  this 
as  showing  his  eager  reception  in  Capernaum, 
though  main  y as  4 miracle-worker.  The 
scene  jn  the  synagogue  sets  forth  the  author- 
ity of  bis  word  both  over  men  and  demons, 
and  reveals  him  as  come  to  “destroy  the 
works  of  the  devil.”  The  scene  in  the  house 
shows  him  as  moving  gladly  amid  the  humble 
sancti'ies  of  horn*,  and  as  swift  to  respond  to 
the  tidings  of  sufferin  j as  stooping  to  lay  hold 
on  her  whom  bh  wou’d  h al  and  raise,  as 
masttr  of  disease  by  a word.  It  sets  the  p t- 
tern  feir  us  if  healed,  of  immediate  service  to 
him  Mid  his.  Tile  scene  at  the  door  shbws 
the  wide  reach  if  b is  pity  and  power,  and 
how  all  may  comie  at  d none  be  hindered  by 
the  many  others. ! 

Lesson  10  giv^s  the  manner  of  Christ  s 
healing,  in  that  hie  fuse  deals  with  our  deep- 
est disease,  sin,  ahd  then  claims  to  exercise 
the  divine  prerogativt  of  pardon,  not  as  mere- 
ly declaring  God’s  f jrgiveness,  but  as  be- 
stowing his  own,  which  is  God's,  and  finally 
makes ; the  healed  maji  a walking  witness  to 
the  reality  of  his  invisible  bestowal  of  pardon. 

The  call  of  Matthew,  in  lesson  x 1 , brings 
his  gracious  mission  :o  th^  outcasts  and  tin- 
ners into  bright  light.  He  takes  the  taubt 
that  he  ate  with  publicans  and  pinners,  and 
binds  it  on  hislbrow  as  a crown  of  glory.
